LOUIS  PHILIPPE. 

The  worst  of  all  systems  of  government  is  perhaps  that 
ofElective  Monarchy.  An  hereditary  monarch,  with  a  law 
he  is  bound  to  respect,  and  a  constitution  enabling  him  to 
jnglce  use  of  the  wisdom  and  experience,  as  well  as  to  consult 
the  will  of  his  people,  has  been  found  to  answer  admirably. 
The  elected  chief  of  a  republic  is  a  kind  of  executive  which 
has  not  been  so  fully  tried,  but  which  yet  has  been  tried 
irith  (?reat  and  signal  success.  But  an  elective  monarchy 
brought  Poland  to  the  grave ;  and  in  France,  where  for  half 
a  century  kings  have  been  virtually  elective,  and  where  the 
present  chief  of  the  Republic  is  by  position  and  pretensions, 
u  well  as  by  feeling,  monarchic,  it  has  produced  results  the 
reverse  of  satisfactory. 

If  Louis  Philippe  had  ascended  the  throne  as  rightful 
heir  of  an  ancient  monarchy,  ho  would  in  all  probability 
have  been  a  great  and  not  unpopular  sovereign.  Ho  would 
not  then  have  been  immersed  in  the  petty  anxieties  of 
family,  nor  betrayed  by  those  household  cares  of  over 
aniicty  and  over  greediness  for  his  children  which  led 
him  into  such  baseness,  and  procured  for  him  so  much 
contempt.  Armed  with  hereditary  right,  ho  would  have 
seen  the  wisdom  of  making  popular  concessions;  and  sur¬ 
rounded  by  men  of  eminence  and  assured  position,  who  would 
hare  compelled  respect,  his  character  would  not  have  been 
marked  by  that  mistrust  and  depreciation  of  all  the  politi¬ 
cians  that  served  him,  which  made  foes  of  every  one  of  them 
in  turn,  and  which  at  length  directed  armed  and  against  liim 
a  kind  of  conspiracy  of  the  whole  political  world  of  France. 

No  man  could  be  more  totally  unfitted  than  Louis  Philippe, 
however,to  fulfil  the  promises  and  satisfy  the  expectations  by 
which  he  was  elevated  to  the  throne.  He  was  raised  there 
m  the  first  instance  by  a  knot  of  Liberal  politicians,  who  doubly 
risked  their  lives,  hopes,  and  fortunes  in  his  behalf,  first  by 
accomplishing  the  dethronement  of  the  legitimate  dynasty, 
and  then  by  deceiving  the  people  into  the  belief  that  they  were 
installing  a  tridy  popular  and  liberal  monarch.  Whatever 
legerdemain  may  have  been  practised  in  the  declarations  and 
stipulations  at  the  Hotel  do  Ville,  it  is  undeniable  that  the 
people  of  Paris  had  then  the  power  and  the  right  to  confirm 
or  reject  his  nomination ;  and  that  they  accepted  Louis  Phi¬ 
lippe  on  the  understanding,  nay,  on  the  pledged  and  specific 
word,  that  his  monarchy  was  to  be  based  on  popular  laws,  and 
surrounded  by  republican  institutions. 

So  soon,  however,  did  Louis  Philippe  show  mistrust  of  the 
men  who  made  him  king,  and  so  immediately  did  he  embark 
in  a  secret  and  general  reactionary  policy,  that  it  is  impos 
sible  not  to  consider  his  conduct  throughout  the  revolution  of 
1830  as  a  piece  of  the  most  consummate  hypocrisy.  Whilst 
issenting  on  the  one  hand  to  all  the  popular  declarations  of 
bafayette  and  Lafitte,  he  was  sending  the  Duke  de  Mortemart 
to  St  Petersburg  to  assure  the  Emperor  that  nothing  would 
be  changed,  and  that  he  would  merely  keep  the  scat  warm  for 
^  more  legitimate  cousins.  What  he  said  to  England,  or  what 
indu^'  a  Tory  Government  so  speedily  to  recognise  him, 
remains  a  secret  for  the  time.  But  we  certainly  are  not  mis¬ 
taken  in  declaring,  that  such  a  multitudinous,  nefarious,  and 
mean  assortment  of  lies  and  mischiefs  never  issued  from  a 
Eaaaora’s  box,  than  the  assurances  to  all  people,  all  poli¬ 
ticians,  and  all  countries,  by  which  the  King  of  the  French 
®**irked  and  secured  his  accession. 

The  first  quality  which  the  French  had  afterwards  to  re- 
co^sc  in  the  self-chosen  King  was  ingratitude.  A  fortnight 
bw  not  elapsed  before  Laffitte  found  himself  a  Prime  Mi- 
mstcr  only  in  name.  He  resigned ;  and  the  unhappy  king- 
left  to  beggary  and  ruin,  served  merely  to  point  the 
moral  of  a  vaudeville.

This  belief  had  become  irresistible.  It  was  in  tho 
atmosphere.

Yet  to  what  did  tho 
great  genius  of  the  one,  tho  great  experience  and  sagacity  of 
the  other,  lead — but  to  the  same  end — the  sudden  fall  and  utter 
destruction  of  their  reign,  their  dynasty,  their  policy,  their 
schemes.  The  Orleans  and  Bonapartean  families  were  swept 
away  like  a  pack  of  cards,  because  both,  to  secure  their  selfish 
ends,  were  in  the  habit  of  sacrificing  everything — their  friends, 
their  country,  their  principles.  It  was  tho  most  natural  and 
tho  most  salutary  form  of  revenge  that  men  and  things  should 
conspire  to  work  their  w’eU-deserved  and  retributive  ruin. 


THE  EASTERN  COUNTIES  RAILWAY 
DISPUTES. 

Tlierc  are  many  points  in  the  quarrel  between  tho  Eastern 
Railway  Company  and  its  servants  upon  which  it  would  bo 
rash  to  give  any  opinion,  as  assertion  and  contradiction  are 
bandied  w'ith  equal  confidence  on  both  sides ;  but  there  are 
two  facts  allow  ing  of  no  dispute,  which  would  imply  much 
against  the  conduct.of  the  Company.  First,  tho  return  of  the 
fines  to  tho  men ;  secondly,  the  honourable  testimonial  to  the 
discharged  superintendent,  Mr  Hunter. 

As  for  tho  first,  the  partisans  of  tho  Company  allege  that  the 
fines  w'ero  not  returned  because  they  had  been  unjustly  levied, 
but  because  tho  Company  did  not  think  fit  to  go  into  a  court  of 
law  to  defend  itself.  If  the  Company  did  not  think  it  expedient 
to  defend  their  conduct  in  a  court  of  law,  we  may  bo  quite  sure 
that  tho  reason  was  the  certainty  of  defeat.  It  is  much  more  easy 
to  believe  these  gentlemen  conscious  of  wrong  than  capable  of 
forbearance.  They  have  used  all  their  advantages  against 
their  men  in  such  a  way  as  to  denote  clearly  enough  that 
I  when  they  make  concessions  it  must  bo  to  necessity,  and 
because  the  “  I  dare  not  waits  upon  I  would.” 

The  discliarge  of  Mr  Hunter,  Mr  Gooch’s  predecessor  in 
the  superintendence,  with  the  highest  character  for  skill,  in¬ 
tegrity,  and  zeal,  is  the  next  fact  which  either  compromises 
the  truth  or  the  justice  of  the  Company ;  for  how  is  that  ap¬ 
preciation  to  be  reconciled  with  the  statement  that  the  disci¬ 
pline  of  the  line  was  in  the  greatest  disorder  and  relaxation  P 
It  is  impossible  to  criminate  the  men  and  to  acquit  their  su¬ 
perintendent,  as  the  Company  attempts.  If  Mr  Hunter  de¬ 
serves  his  written  testimonials,  the  drivers,  stdeers,  Ac.,  could 
not  deserve  the  charges  for  irregularity  and  want  of  discipline 
charged  against  them.  For  Mr  Hunter  to  have  done  well 
over  them,  they  must  have  done  well  under  him.  A  super¬ 
intendent  cannot  have  discharged  his  du^,  with  the  body  of 
men  under  him  in  an  undisciplined  state,  contravening  all 
rules.  And  when  Mr  Gooch  superseded  Mr  Hunter,  was  he 
content  to  walk  in  the  footsteps  of  his  much-lauded  prede¬ 
cessor  P  No :  he  forthwith  played  the  martinet.  One  thing, 
then,  is  certain ;  either  that  Mr  Hunter  had  done  less  than  his 
duty,  notwithstanding  his  testimonials  of  plenary  satisfaction, 
or  that  Mr  Goooh  did  more.  Let  us  supposefor  amoment,  now, 


may  thence  judge  how  easily,  how  lightly,  the  entire  confi¬ 
dence  of  a^railroad  director  is  ac*quired.  He  would  have  said 
the  same  of  the  discharged  drivers  a  year  ago.  A  corre¬ 
spondent  of  tho  Times  has  given  tho  following  account  of  a 
siiocimen  of  the  trustworthiness  of  those  new'  drivers  : 

“  On  Sunday  morning  I  went  to  Yarmouth  by  tks  9  10  train. 
Before  starting,  I  inquired  of  one  of  the  officials  whetlmr  the  drirert 
were  fit  to  l)e  trusted  with  the  engine ;  his  reply  was,  *  1  suppose  so, 
for  they  learned  their  business  yesterday.’  This  was  not  rery  encou¬ 
raging.  but  on  we  went.  On  arriring  at  Reedham,  about  eight  miles 
from  Yarmouth,  we  were  suddenly  aroused  by  a  tremendous  rushing 
of  steam,  and  on  looking  out  the  engine  and  tender  were  found 
enreloped  in  steam,  which  spouted  forth  with  the  utmost  violencs. 
The  engine  had  inored  forwards  about  100  yards,  and  was  Toniiting 
forth  its  contents  amid  the  astonishment  of  the  engineers,  stokers^ 
and  porters.  The  explanation  is  this: — On  arriring  at  Reedham  ik 
was  necessary  to  leave  a  truck  bejiind,  and  the  engine  was,  therefore^ 
most  providentially  detached  from  the  train.  The  truck  being 
removed,  the  engine  was  watered.  This  ojieration  being  complete, 
the  driver  moved  her  before  the  supply-pipe  was  swung  back,  and,  ac 
a  matter  of  course,  this  came  into  contact  with  the  valve  and  destroyed 
it.  The  steam  instantly  rushed  forth,  and  as  instantaneously  the 
driver  aud  fireman  bolted  olf  the  engine,  which  would  have  proceeded 
full  speed  into  Yarmouth  hail  not  one  of  the  porters,  at  the  risk  of 
being  Bcalde-i,  juinjied  on  the  engine  aud  reversed  her.  Then  she 
became  stationary,  and  belched  forth  her  stesun  ad  libitum.  Thu 
drivtrt  were  a  couple  of  lade  uader  twenty." 

If  the  Eastern  Counties  Company  has  now  got  a  good  set 
of  servants,  as  Mr  Betts  boasts,  let  it  hold  itself  bound  in 
duty  to  keep  thorn  good  ;  neither  spoiling  [then\  on  tho  ono 
hand  by  severities  beyond  justice  and  policy,  nor 'on  tho  other 
by  tho  relaxation  of  w  holesomo  discipline.  They  Insvo  thrown 
aw'ay  a  couple  of  hundred  men,  who,  if  spoiled  at^ll,  have 
boon  spoiled  through  tho  bad  management  of  their  nv^ors. 
Let  this  act  of  destruction  bo  a  warning  to  them  for  tho 
future,  as  it  should  bo  a  remorse  for  tho  past. 


JUVENILE  OFFENDERS. 

Tho  Report  of  the  Select  Committee  upon  Prison  Disci¬ 
pline  closes  by  leaving  open,  as  the  O'Mulligan  would  express 
it,  the  question  ”  as  to  what  system  of  prison-discipline  is 
“  best  for  juvenile  offenders.”  It  simply  hints  tliat  in  their 
case  ”  a  larger  amount  of  industrial  training  and  reformatory 
“  discipline  ”  may  advantageously  be  used.  Reformatoiy 
discipline !  Parkhurst,  to  wit.  At  Parkhurst  prison  in  the 
Isle  of  Wight,  boys  are  undergoing  reformation.  They 
break  out  from  time  to  time,  by  twos  and  threes ;  and  then 
surrounding  islanders  feel  like  fair-goers  when  there  is  a 
rumour  of  hyseiias  broken  loose.  The  other  day  a  batch  of 
them  who  had  grown  up  from  childhood  in  the  prison  set 
fire  to  a  wing  of  the  builaing  aud  burned  down  two  hundred 
cells.  But  we  are  told  they  are  being  mended.  Thev 
enjoy  industrial  training,  hoe  potatoes,  and  work  in  field- 
gangs  under  inspection.  They  are  excellently  managed,  by 
a  system  of  Reformatory  Discipline. 

How  many  millions  of  children  have  frolicked,  and  turned 
heels  overhead  upon  ibis  world  of  ours,  since  Adam  firt^ 
witnessed  a  baby’s  laughter !  Why  do  ^ey  all  grow  up,  the 
foolish  things,  forgetting  their  first  principles.  Not  con¬ 
tented  with  forsaking  leap-frog,  why  must  they  object  to 
seeing  leap-frog  done.  If  they  have  grown  too  stiff  to  fiy^ 
cannot  they  give  a  back  ? 

When  they  are  boro  to  come  under  the  law  as  **  juvenile 
offenders,’*  we  propose  the  reformation  of  these  little  ones. 
We  say,  when  they  are  bom  to  come  under  the  laws ;  for  all 
children  are  juvenile  offenders ;  and  many  a  young  squire, 
with  moutli  besmeared  over  a  jam-pot,  is  as  wick^ — is  se 
inoocent-~as  little  boys  and  ^rls  in  ^1.

No  sooner,  however,  did  this  book  issue  from  the  press 
than  it  was  assailed  in  the  most  unscrupulous  and  relent¬ 
less  manner  in  the  columns  of  the  Tablet.  That  journal 
which  we  once  regarded  and  respected  as  the  intelligent 
exponent  of  the  lay  Roman  Catholics  of  England,  has 
become,  we  grieve  to  say,  the  organ  of  the  extreme  parti 
pretre,  the  monkish  obscurantists  of  Ireland.  No  misre¬ 
presentation,  no  misstatement  was  spared,  in  regard  to 
Mr  de  Vericour’s  book,  that  might  prepossess  sin¬ 
cere  Roman  Catholics  against  it.  Isolated  phrases 
were  quoted  apart  from  the  context,  and  meanings 
attributed  to  them  in  which  they  had  never  l)een  used  hy 
the  author.  The  book  was  classed  with  others  of  a  totally 
dissimilar  character,  solely  on  the  ground  that  it  was  pub¬ 
lished  by  tlie  same  publisher,  and  that  advertisements  of 
those  other  works  were  stitched  up  with  the  volume ;  a  sub¬ 
terfuge  as  gross  and  disingenuous,  as  if  the  author  of  the 
most  orthodox  pamphlet  or  sermon  ever  published  hy  the 
late  Mr  Murray  had  been  made  responsible  for  the  first  two 
cantos  of  Don  Juan.  Nor  did  tlie  rancorous  assaihints  of 
Mr  de  Vericour  stop  even  at  this  point.  The  diatribes  in 
the  Tablet  against  **  the  Bible  of  the  New  Religion,”  as  they 
affected  to  call  it,  were  thickly  strewn  with  false  gossip 
about  Mr  de  Vericour’s  lectures,  and  even  with  alleged  private 
conversations  of  his  colleagues,  of  which  his  traducers 
not  dare  to  affirm  that  he  was  cognisant.  The  desi^ 
w'as  obvious.

nuity,  or  tlie  most  deplorable  ignorance,  can  discover  a 
spirit  of  propagandism  or  of  danger  to  the  Roman  Catholic 
church, — if  this  rule  is  to  prevail,  no  man  qualified  for  the 
office  will  accept  of  a  professor’s  chair.  The  pro¬ 
fessorships  will  be  filled  with  iguomnt  and  low-minded 
men  ;  and  thus  manned,  the  Colleges  must  inevitably 
sink  into  contempt,  and  become  powerless  for  good. 
It  is  therefore  the  duty  of  tlieir  originators  not  only  to  protect 
tliem  against  assaults  of  bigoted  intolerance  and 
priestly  arrogance,  hut  to  rebuke  the  Cork  Council  fur 
having  crouched  before  them.  In  acting  thus,  Government 
may  surely  rely  upon  the  good  sense  and  honour  of  the  Irish 
Roman  Catholic  gentiy’  and  educated  middle  classes,  as  well 
as  upon  the  sympathy  of  the  really  worthy  members  of  their 
priesthood.  There  is  nothing  to  be  gained  by  temporising 
with  the  other  Romish  faction.  Every  concession  will 
but  encourage  them  to  more  intolerable  and  outrageous  en¬ 
croachments.  They  must  be  met  in  frank  encounter ; 
and  in  such  a  contest  we  are  confident  that  the  supjnirt  of  all 
who  are  intelligent  and  sincerely  pious  among  the  Irish

THE  RENEFITS  OF  PARLIAMENT.  \ 

Clearsighted  and  faraighted  men  are  discussing  the  benefit 
of  Parliaments,  such  as  time  and  decay,  restoration  and  re¬ 
form,  have  rendered  them  :  and  the  blush  of  anger  surmounts 
the  blush  of  shame  on  the  brow  of  duped  credulity.  Ilonester 
men,  whoever  they  were,  purchased  those  scats  which  the 
more  cunning,  from  under  the  hedgerow  and  from  under  the 
counter,  have  crept  into.  This  is  the  principal  cl^ange  we 
have  hitherto  seen  effected  :  we  shall  presently  see  a  greater, 
but  not  so  soon  a  better ;  tempestuous  times,  and  cruel  throes, 
and  carnage  too  probably,  must  intervene. 

Surely  such  an  air  of  insolence  and  indifference  never  was 
displayed  before,  at  the  exposure  of  broken  promises,  gross 
deceptions,  connivance  at  torture,  at  murder,  and  somewhat 
more  than  connivance  at  the  surreptitious  concealment  of 
damnatory  evidence.  Inertness  ever  looks  like  moderation  ; 
but  violent  changes  are  sometimes  brought  about  by  tranquil 
and  temporizing  men.  Nothing  is  so  liable  to  overturn  a 
state  laden  with  debt,  as  loose  materials  thrown  into  the 
middle  of  the  road  under  the  fallacious  plea  of  mending  and 
repairing.  History  opens  her  pages* in  vain  to  people  who. 
without  instruction,  without  reflection,  without  inquiry,  call 
themselves  practical.  Never  to  have  lookt  at  a  demonstration 
or  a  theory  is  their  only  claim  to  the  little  they  assume. 
And  what,  forsooth,  is  the  practise  of  these  praoticab?  To 
take  another  course  from  that  which  their  predecessors 
had  taken  ;  to  undo  what  little  good  they  may  have  done ;  and 
to  exhaust  the  people's  strength  m  opening  new  roads  with 
out  an  object  and  without  a  resting-place.  This  in  gene¬ 
ralities  is  metaphor,  but  in  particulars  it  is  truth.  Ireland

become.  There  is  no  want,  in  it,  of  a  lively  appreciation  of  the 
present;  and  some  of  its  incidental  notices  of  modem  life, 
contained  in  glimpses  of  English  tourists  and  fellow-travel¬ 
lers,  or  in  strange  grafts  of  modem  manners  on  what  re¬ 
mains  of  the  ancient  stock,  are  admirably  done.  But  in 
regard  to  the  past  and  its  associations,  it  will  be  obser>'ed, 
Mr  de  Vere  selected  points  seldom  taken  hy  ordi- 
uaiy  travellers,  and  little  likely,  even  if  taken  by  such,  to 
awaken  understanding  or  enthusiasm  in  them.  From  ex¬ 
cessively  learned  people  who  know  about  as  much  of  tho 
i  ancient  Greeks  as  oil  and  colour  men  may  know  of  anqient 
pictures,  or  from  excessively  superficial  ones  who  carry 
about  their  pocket  dictionaries  and  Gradusies  we  could  have 
had  nothing  like  tlie  careless  yet  noble  ease  which  in  a  few 
touches  builds  up  for  us  here  again  the  Acropolis  of  Athens, 
revivifies  the  plains  of  Argos  and  of  Marathon,  and  lets  in  light 
from  poetry  and  histoiy  upon  the  mysteries  of  Eleusis  and  of 
Delphi.  For  the  point  of  view,  as  we  have  intimated,  is  not  that 
of  scholarship  exclusively,  but  of  scholarship  as  reason  and 
poetry  enliven  and  exalt  it.  No  doubt  objection  might  fairly  be 
taken  to  the  length  of  some  of  Mr  de  Vere’s  descriptions,  to 
the  rhetorical  constmction  of  some  of  his  sentences,  and  here 
and  there  to  a  little  exaggeration  and  dogmatism  in  the  tone 
and  expression  of  his  opinions.  But  a  stronger  feeling  masters

society  has  then  no  stedfast  basis  :  the  foundations  heave  ;  the 
superstructure  rocks.  I.ook  round,  and  see  who  are  the  men 
who  make  democrats.  They  stand  close  above  you.  De¬ 
mocracy  is  the  blubbery  spawn  begotten  by  the  drunken¬ 
ness  of  aristocracy.  Exposed,  bare,  thriftless,  hardy.  Envy, 
Hatred,  and  Malice  are  never  apart  from  the  ear  of  the  dis¬ 
owned,  until  the  child  kills  the  parent  or  the  parent  kills  the 
child.

As  if  Greece,  in  its  political  relations,  had  been  intended 
to  present  an  epitome  of  Europe,  as  Europe  does  of  the  world,  there 
exists  no  form  of  government,  theocratical,  monarchical,  or  republican, 
aristocratic,  democratic,  or  military,  of  which  her  little  States  did  not 
furnish  examples.  As  if  also  the  history  of  Greece  had  been  destined 
to  constitute  a  compendium  of  all  history,  these  various  forms  of 
government  were  now  allowed  a  gradual  development,  now  brought 
into  sudden  antagonism,  and  now  suffered  to  change  into  each  other, 
or  to  combine  their  several  elements  in  the  most  various  proportions. 
Hot  only  was’ Greece  providentially  built  up  into  a  University  in 


can  be  competent  arbiters  of  its  necessity.  Has  it  suspicions 
and  doubts  whether  another  house  of  representatives  would 
be  accompanied  with  other  instructions  ?  What  one  Parlia¬ 
ment  hath  sanctioned,  another  may  annuli.  If  the  people 
may  give  directions  for  revoking  any  old  statute,  it  surely 
may  give  directions  for  revoking  a  grant  of  its  money  while 
the  money  is  yet  unpaid.

I  never  heard  that  the  head  of 
the  family,  reigning  at  Constantinople,  allow'ed  them  more 
than  this  distinction ;  or  demanded  from  his  people,  when  he 
could  demand  all  they  possess,  the  value  of  one  zecchin  for 
his  relatives.  Little  di<!  he  ever  think  of  surrounding  them 
with  muftis  and  horse-tails,  with  tho  pageantry  of  religion 
and  the  pomp  of  war. 

If  w’o  are  to  bow  down  and  worship  w'hatever  images  it  may 
please  the  high  menials  of  the  palace  to  set  up  before  us,  be 
it  permitted  to  remark  that  no  images  are  rendered  more 
venerable  by  a  profusion  of  jewelry,  a  redundance  of  drapery, 
a  flutter  of  embroidery,  or  gilding  from  head  to  foot.  If  we 
are  to  distinguish  the  features,  if  we  are  to  admire  the  work¬ 
manship,  it  is  of  no  advantage  that  they  be  poised  on  columns 
a  hundred  feet  above  us.  The  barbarian  may  adore  his  ow'n 
carving,  a  thing  viler  than  himself ;  but  civilised  man  requires 
the  voice,  the  activity,  the  attention,  the  sympathy,  of  those  | 
to  W'hom  he  assigns  a  station  and  is  willing  to  respect.

Picturesque  Sketches  of  Greece  and  Turkey.  By  Aubrey  de 
Vere.  Two  vols.  Bentley. 

Whatever  could  lie  said  about  Greece  by  flippancy  or 
pedantry  has  been  said  long  ago,  and  repeated  usqus  ad 
nauseam  ;  but  it  is  sometJiing  to  have  a  scholar  and  a  poet 
talk  to  us  of  such  a  theme,  and  we  remember  no  travel  more 
agreeable  than  this  which  we  have  had  in  company  with  Mr 
de  Vere.  The  learned  man  is  not  always  shrewd  or  ob¬ 
servant  ;  the  shrewd  man  is  seldom  picturesque  or  poetical ; 
aud  the  poet  is  apt  to  take  us  into  cloud-laud,  far  away  from 
the  land  he  is  visiting.  But  learning  and  shrewdness,  and 
in  his  mode  of  regarding  the  past  a  spirit  lioth  practical  and 
poetical,  make  Mr  de  Vere  a  delightful  traveller  through 
memorable  scenes.  We  place  his  book  incomparably  above 
every  other  on  the  special  subject  which  we  can  at  tliis  mo¬ 
ment  call  to  recollection. 

Mr  de  Vere  sailed  through  the  Ionian  Islaiuls  (of  which 
his  account  is  on  the  whole  more  favourable  than  that  of 
previous  travellers) ;  and  from  l^tras,  calling  at  the  village 
of  Corinth  as  he  passes,  finds  his  way  to  Athens,  where  he 
lingers  with  a  scholar’s  enthusiasm.  To  the  Acropolis  and 
its  uuyestic  ruins  two  chapters  are  devoted  ;  the  city  old  and 
new,  and  such  varied  visitings  as  to  the  farm  of  Plato  aud  a 
peasant's  festival,  or  to  the  prison  of  Socrates  and  a  ball  at  the  | 
palace,  occupy  the  next  three  chapters  ;  and  three  more  are 
given  to  Marathon,  Eleusis,  and  the  Peiiveus.  Other  obap- 
tera  then  describe  Epidaurus  and  Nauplia,  with  the  remark-  j 
able  scenery  in  the  intervening  valley  ;  others,  the  ruins  of 
'Ki^thus,  Argos,  and  Mycense ;  and  others  an  expedition 
to  Delphi.  Mr  de  Vere  afterwards  went  by  steamer  from 
Corfu  to  ConstantiiK^e ;  and  with  his  residence  in  the 
latter  city,  an  excursion  up  the  Bosphorus,  some  amusing 
adv^tnres  characteristio  of  the  modem,  and  classical  asso- 
<!ia*wna  illustrative  of  the  ancient,  capital  of  tlie  £last,  his 
book  doses.

We  were  per- 

by  the  vivacity  with  which  he  remarked  on  every- 


stroke  of  paralysis ;  YafTiiy,  the  handsome  youth,  whom  hit  own 
•lo<)uence  hitoxicat^,  carrying  both  himsdf  and  hit  beareri  away, 
further  than  he  himself  intended,  met  a  herot  death  on  the  batted^ 
which  be  commanded;  Paul  Nyiry  and  Joeepb  Irinyi  are  still  pri- 
soners  in  the  Neumhiude,  awaiting  the  sentence  whkdi  shall  deter¬ 
mine  the  term  of  their  incarceration ;  Ladislans  Csanyi,  that  true 
Roman  character,  was  banged  by  Haynan ;  PciotFy,  the  poet,  hat 
disappeared.  The  actor  Bgressy,  the  ornament  of  the  Petth  stage, 
shares  Koesuth*e  imprisonment  The  reel  wnnder  about  the  worid 
homelees— .some  settling  down  in  the  backwoods  of  .America,  othert 
eating  the  bitter  bie»l  of  exile  in  Rnglatid.  France,  and  Belgium. 
And  yet  none  of  them  it  so  much  to  be  pitied  as  Baron  Bdtves,  the 
oelebrateil  author,  who  is  free  to  live  in  his  native  country  unmo- 
letted,  but  prefers  a  voluntary  exile.  In  the  full  vigour  of  his  youth, 
when  Minister  under  Batthyanyi,  he  fled  as  early  as  September  from 
Hungary;  tbe  victoiiee  of  his  countrymen  gave  him  no  pleasure,  for 
be  had  disowned  them,  whilst  their  suppression  must  weigh  upon  hit 
mind  still  more  painfully  than  upon  ours,  inasmuch  as  he  has  been 
unfaithful  to  his  duty  and  his  country.

Gorgej,  whose  ambition  aspired  ttill  higher,  was  indignant  at  the 
prospect  of  poverty  hilerfering  with  his  iwoniotion;  and  the  more  so, 
as  he  was  aware  how  much  inferior  to  him  in  point  of  (aUntand 
knowledge  were  his  superiors  in  rank.  His  social  life  in  the  army 
likewise  became  intolerable ;  although  accnstoniH  to  stoical  priva¬ 
tions  from  his  youth,  it  was  difficult  for  him  to  abstain  aho^hcr 
from  the  amusements  of  his  comrades,  whose  extravagance  he  couKl 
not  equal :  his  pride  was  constantly  hurt — his  m  ilitary  position 
seemed  to  him  a  mere  brilliant  misery,  and  he  resolved  to  quit  the 
army.  His  sup^inrs,  Prince  Windischgriitx  among  the  rest,  regretted 
to  lore  BO  distinguished  an  officer,  and  assured  him  of  their  assist¬ 
ance  ;  but  this  very  circuinstanee  only  strengthened  hia  re.'*olution,— 
lie  was  too  proud  to  owe  advancement  to  such  aid.  His  parents  and 
relatives  decidedly  opposed  his  abandoning  a  career  in  which  he  had 
already  overcome  the  first  and  chief  difficHlties;  they  represented  to 
him  how  small  a  fortane  he  had  to  inherit,  and  how  in^*ufficTCnt  it 
would  bo  for  his  future  want*.  But  Obrgey  adhered  te  his  determi¬ 
nation  ;  he  severed  all  the  ties  that  bound  him  to  tbe  society  in 
which  he  had  moved,  and  even  broke  off  an  engagement  with  an 
amiable  young  lady,  to  whom  he  had  long  been  betiotlied,  but  who, 
like  himself,  having  no  fortune,  could  not  have  married  him  until  he 
had  attained  the  rank  of  captain.  Ihe  allowance  gi  anted  to  him  by 
bis  family  was  barely  sufficient  to  dear  him  from  debt,  and  he  stood 
isolated  in  the  world. 

Gorgey  went  to  the  University  of  Prague, 
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tud  readable  volumes,  and  Mr  Taylor  has  translated  them 
admirably.  They  are  as  choice  and  fluent  in  language  as 
any  original  composition  could  have  been.  If  some  errors 
of  fact  hare  crept  into  them,  in  a  work  of  this  kind  it 
scarcely  to  be  wondered  at ;  any  more  than  certain 
hasty  conclusions  in  matters  of  judgment,  which  the  enthusi¬ 
astic  temperament  of  tlie  autiwr  lias  led  him  into,  should  be 
at  all  severely  condemned.  Tbe  life  thrown  into  his  dest'rip- 
tions,  and  the  vivid  pictures  he  reprotliices,  will  not  fail 
to  interest  and  amuse ;  even  though  the  reader  should 
suspect,  ou  more  deliberate  reflection,  that  tlie  colours  are 
a  little  too  bright,  and  the  lights  and  sliades  somewhat 
too  strongly  marked. 

Max  Sclilesinger,  wo  are  told,  was  born  in  Hungury,  but 
has  lived  much  in  Germany  ;  and  it  is  not  uufroiiuently 
from  a  foreign  point  of  view  that  he  examines  and  judges 
the  principles  of  tbe  revolution.  In  general,  however,  he 
has  judged  it  rightly  and  described  it  well.  His  book  is  the 
best  complete  retrospect  we  have  had  of  tlie  brief  but  glorious 
stniggle. 

To  its  errors  wo  shall  only  further  advert  in  so  far  as  they 
affect  the  good  name  of  individuals.  These,  we  think,  ought 
to  be  c<)rrected.  We  hold  it  to  be  an  ecmivocal  inodt^  of

struggle  for  independence  excited  the  greatest  interest  throughout  the 
clvilis^  world.  Pure  in  its  origin,  grand  in  its  progress,  startling  in 
its  defeat,  it  called  forth  instances  of  heroism,  alternating  scenes  of 
success  and  misfortune,  remarkable  diaracters  both  in  the  field  and 
cabinet,  whidi  surpass  in  reality  all  dreams  of  the  imagination.  Not¬ 
withstanding  its  tragical  issue,  the  Hungarian  revolution,  more  than 
any  other,  will  exercise  a  lasting  influence  upon  the  social  condition 


of  a  great  portion  of  Europe. 

The  Hungarians  abolished  the  Robot,  and  thus  gave  the  deathblow 
to  the  feudal  system  in  the  east  of  Europe.  Four  hundred  thousand 
families  were  enfranchised,  and  became  possessors  of  the  soil ;  and 
the  example  of  Hungary  operated  on  tbe  neighbouring  prorinoes 
so  powerfully,  that  the  Diet  of  Vienna  likewise  adopted  the  same 
course  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Austrian  Monarchy.  When  the 
period  of  reaction  came,  the  counsellors  of  the  Emperor  bad  not  the 
courage  to  restore  thb  system  ;  of  all  the  results  of  the  March  r^olu- 
tlon,  this  single  reform  remained  intact.  But  the  emancipation  of 
the  peasant  is  a  guarantee  of  freedom  and  progress  in  Eastern  l^rope, 
which  even  the  alliance  of  Austria  with  the  Russian  Czar  will  not 
hare  the  power  to  enfeeble  or  dimmish.

FOREIGN  AND  COLONIAL  NEWS, 


UNITED  STATES — Accounts  have  been  received  from  Nev  York 
to  the  16th  inst.  The  intelligence  from  Washington  is  of  so  important 
character,  the  California  Bill  having  received  the  formal  sanction  of 
the  Legislature.  A  bill  establishing  a  territorial  government  in  New 
Mexico  has  also  passed  and  been  sanctioned.  On  the  6ih  inst. 
President  Fillmore  addressed  to  the  Houses  of  Congress  a  lon<»  and 
important  Message  on  the  question  of  New  Mexico,  accompanied  by 
im  official  letter  from  Mr  Webster,  as  a  Secretary  of  State,  to  the 
Governor  of  Texas,  replying  to  that  Minister’s  letter  on  the  boundary 
dispute  of  Texas.  The  following  summary  of  it  appears  in  a  New 
York  paper : 

“  Both  these  doenments  have  elicited  the  warm  approbation  of  the  whole 
country,  with  the  exception  of  the  portions  which  are  red  hot  with  ilsre^ 
fanaticism.  The  President  shows  that  his  duty  requires  him  to  maintain 
the  status  quo,  and  guard  New  Afexico  against  the  encroachments  of  Texas, 
until  Congress  shall  have  decided  the  question  of  boundaiy.  That  quet- 
tion  he  does  not  judge  :  it  is  enough  for  tiim  to  know  that  Texas  never  had 
possession  of  New  Mexico,  that  the  United  States  conquered  it,  and  that 
the  treaty  of  peace  with  Mexico  bound  the  Union  to  protect  the  people  of 
the  territory  and  confer  on  them  the  rights  of  American  citizens.  More¬ 
over,  the  United  States  have  claims  upon  the  unoccupied  lands  in  the 
territory  which  are  not  cons'steiit  with  its  abandonment  to  Tezu,  and  on 
these  grounds,  the  President  in  firm,  yet  temperate,  language  untunrei 
his  determination  to  prevent  and  suppress  any  hostile  demonstrations agaiD.4 
New  Mexico  on  the  part  of  Texas.  At  the  same  time  he  urges  npon  Con¬ 
gress  the  duty  and  necessity  of  promptly  settling  the  boundarv-  question 
and  putting  a  peaceful  end  to  the  contest.  This  recomroendation  rame 
before  the  passage  of  the  Boundary  Bill  in  the  Senate,  and,  donblleo, 
helped  it  forward.  The  letter  of  Mr  Webster  to  Governor  Bell  contain!  i 
masterly  argument  of  the  question,  and  is  every  way  worthy  the  reputation 
of  its  author.  It  is  indisputable  that  the  new  Administration  has 
creditably  met  the  wants  of  the  crisis,  and  done  all  that  could  be  asked 
for  the  prevention  of  any  real  trouble  that  may  have  been  threatened  m 
the  soutn-west.  Its  policy  is  also  in  perfect  accordance  with  that  pursued 
by  the  previous  Executive  ;  the  tone  of  President  Fillmore’s  Mes^e  is  a 
little  more  diplomatic,  and  its  language  lees  condensed  and  positive  than 
i  would  have  been  employed  by  General  Taylor,  but  otherwise  there  is  no 
difference.  The  Message  was  received  in  the  house  with  a  great  deal  “ 
bluster  by  the  champions  of  the  South  ;  and  the  ultra  slavery  psrtv  finding 
itself  embarrassed,  held  a  caucus,  at  which  a  committw  of  wgi/ance  rtH 
ported  a  series  of  resolutions  of  a  violent  character,  ’^but,  s*  R  tfo 
appear,  no  practical  value.”

Meeting  of  the  Peace  Congress  at  Frankfort.— The  proceed- 
ings  of  the  Third  General  Peace  Congress  were  opened  in  Frankfort 
on  the  22nd  inst.  in  St  Paul’s  Church,  the  building  made  memorable 
by  the  recent  meetings  of  the  Frankfort  Parliament.  It  is  a  band- 
some  circular  building,  with  a  gallery  supported  by  marble  columns 
and  retained  the  decorations  put  up  for  the  German  Parllainent! 
The  a<»pect  of  the  interior  attracted,  however,  much  less  attention 
than  did  one  of  its  visitors,  when  it  was  whispered  round  the  place 
that  General  Ilaynau  was  present.  He  sat  for  some  time  near 
one  of  the  side  doors,  listening  apparently  with  much  attention, 
but  left  before  the  termination  of  the  proceedings.  The  seats  lately 
occupied  by  the  members  of  the  Frankfort  Parliament  were  filled  by 
a  numerous  company,  made  up  of  Germans.  Englishmen,  Americans, 
Frenchmen,  and  Belgians.  There  were  about  550  English  present 
out  of  a  total  audience  of  2,000.  Amongst  the  delegates  to  the 
meeting  were  Messrs  Cobden,  Hindley,  Heyworth,  Dr  Lee  (of  Hart¬ 
well) ;  Revs.  J.  Burnett,  E.  Miall,  and  H.  Richards:  Elihu  Burritt, 
J.  Stiirge,  J.  Wilson  (of  Leeds),  Dr  Dick,  G.  Dawson,  Esq.,  and  others 
from  England.  The  list  of  American  deputies  was  numerous, and  in¬ 
cluded,  amongst  others,  an  ex-Indian  chief,  Ka-ge-gah  Bowh  (Firm- 
standing),  now  described  ns  the  Rev.  George  Copway,  in  a  somewhat 
remarkable  costume.  From  France  came  MM.Cormenin,  E.  GirarJin, 
J.  Gamier,  and  Coquerel,  fils.  From  Brussels :  M.  Visschers.  and 
M.  Depetiaux,  Inspector-general  of  Prisons  in  Belgium.  Germany 
contributed  delegates  from  Darmstadt,  Leipsic,  Wiesbaden,  Mainz, 
Homburg,  Bonn,  Giessen,  Frankfort,  and  other  places.  M.  Jaub, 
ex-Minister  of  Darmstadt,  was  unanimously  elected  president.  The 
first  resolution  submitted  to  the  Congress  was  to  the  following  effect :

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DEATH  OF  THE  EX-KING  LOUIS  PHILIPPE. 

HU  Majesty  King  Louie  Philippe  died  on  Monday  rooming,  the  26th 
of  August,  at  Claremont.  On  Saturday  the  24  th  the  King  felt  a 
presentiment  of  tlie  gravity  of  the  disease,  which,  without  having 
attacked  any  of  the  essential  organs  of  life,  as  we  have  already  men¬ 
tioned,  insensibly  undermined  it,  for  his  complaint  has  never  been 
anything  more  than  a  gradual  decline  of  strength,  a  sort  of  con¬ 
sumption  rather  moral  than  physical,  or  as  it  has  been  called,  an  im¬ 
possibility  of  living.  During  the  day  the  august  invalid  had 
himself  carried  out  under  the  portico  of  the  chateau  at  the  time  the 
sun  was  shining  brilliantly  upon  it.  The  King,  whose  weakness  had 
much  increased  since  the  previous  evening,  felt  a  benefit  from  this 
movement,  and  was  able,  but  without  packing  of  it,  to  be  present 
at  dinner  with  his  family.  The  night  was  passed  in  a  very  agitated 
manner,  and  it  was  considered  necessary  to  make  the  King  acquainted 
with  the  real  state  of  his  case,  and  to  remove  from  his  mind  the  little 
hope  whicli  might  have  remained  to  him.  It  was  the  Queen  herself 
who  undertook  this  distressing  mission,  worthy  ofher  piety,  and  also, 
however  painful  it  might  be,  of  her  tenderness.  The  King  received 
the  warning  of  his  approaching  end  with  the  firmness  of  a  pliilusopher, 
but  he  wished  to  hare  a  confinuation  of  his  danger  from  the  mouth 
of  his  physician  hiinsolf.  M.  Gueneau  de  Mussy  was  introduced,  and 
the  King  asked  liis  opinion.  The  doctor  gave  a  h'lsitating  and  trou¬ 
bled  reply.  “  I  understand,  my  dear  doctor,”  said  his  Majesty,  smiling, 

“  you  bring  me  my  notice  to  quit.”  Some  minutes  after  General 
Dumas  came  into  the  room,  and  the  king  dictated  to  him,  with  a 
remarkable  lucidity  of  mind,  a  last  page  to  his  memoirs,  which  ter¬ 
minated  a  recital  which  had  been  interrupted  for  the  last  four  months. 
The  King  then  sent  for  his  chaplain,  the  Abbe  Gnelle.  On  the  abb5 
approaching  him,  “  I  am  calm,”  said  the  King,  “  I  am  in  the  full  en¬ 
joyment  of  iny  faculties,  and  consequently  I  am  perfectly  disposed 
to  converse  with  you."  Their  interview  lasted  some  time.  His  Ma¬ 
jesty  replied  from  ineraory  to  the  prayers  of  the  nbbe.  When  the 
interview  was  finished,  and  after  the  king  had  fulfilled  with  a  noble 
and  simple  firmness  all  the  duties  of  a  Christian,  “  Amelie,”  he  said, 
“arc  you  content?”  directing  at  the  same  time  towards  the  Queen  a 
look  in  which  was  blended  the  satisfaction  of  having  accomplished  a 
duty,  and  a  feeling  of  confiding  and  delicate  affection.  During  the 
succeeding  night  the  King  had  scarcely  any  rest,  but  his  calmness 
never  forsook  him,  and  when  in  the  morning  death  appeared,  ife 
found  the  dying  man  ready.  He  expireil  at  eight  o’clock  on  Monday 
morning,  iu  the  presence  of  the  Queen  and  the  following  memliers  of 
his  family  : — Tlioir  Royal  Highnessesthe  Duchess  of  Orleans,  the  Comte 
de  Paris,  the  Duke  de  Chartres,  the  Duke  and  Duchess  do  Nemours,' 
the  Prince  ami  Princess  de  Joinvillc,  the  Duke  and  Duchc.<8  D’Auniale, 
the  Duchess  Augusta  of  Saxe  Coburg,  and  the  attached  attendants  of 
the  Royal  lioui>chuld.  Though  the  death  of  Louis  Philip]>e  had  for 
some  time  been  expcctc  1,  yet  in  the  early  part  of  the  last  week  he  had 
rallied  sufficiently  to  enable  him  to  go  to  the  Star  and  Garter  ai 
Richmond  on  the  Tuesday,  and  again  on  the  Friday,  previous  to  hia 
death  ;  and  on  Saturday  he  wa.s  brought  out  on  his  bed  in  front  of 
Claremont  house  at  his  own  earnest  request,  and  remaineil  nearly  an 
hour  on  the  lawn,  apparently  enjoying  the  warm  sunshine  and  the 
delightful  prospect  around.  At  the  Star  and  Giirtcr  every  prepara¬ 
tion  had  been  made  for  the  reception  of  his  MHje^ty  and  the  Queen 
and  family.  Louis  Philippe  was  born  in  Paris  on  the  Gth  of  October, 
1773,  and  was  the  eldest  son  of  Philippe  Joseph,  Duke  of  Orleans 
(known  to  the  world  by  the  sobrujuet  of  “  Philippe  Egalite  ”), 
and  of  Marie,  the  daughter  of  the  Duke  de  Penthi^vre.  The  early 
education  of  Louis  Philippe,  and  of  the  other  four  children  of  Philippe 
Egalite  was  entrusted  to  the  care  of  Madame  de  Sillery,  afterwards 
better  known  by  her  subsequently-adopteil  title  of  Counteside  Genlis. 
While  receiving  instruction  in  various  branches  of  jiolite  learning, 
the  young  Duke  of  Valois  (the  late  monarch),  the  Duke  of  Mont- 
pensier,  the  Count  Beaujolais,  and  their  sister  the  Princess  Adelaide, 
learned  the  English,  German,  and  Italian  languages,  by  being  at¬ 
tended  by  domestics  who  respectively  conversed  in  these  languages. 
The  boys  also  were  trained  to  endure  all  kinds  of  bodily  fatigue,  and 
were  taught  a  variety  of  amusing  industrial  exercises.  At  St  Leu,  a 
pleasant  country  residence  near  Paris,  whore  the  family  resided, 
under  the  charge  of  Madame  de  Genlis,  the  young  princes  cultivated 
a  small  garden  under  the  direction  of  a  German  ganlener,  while  they 
were  instructed  in  botany  and  the  practice  of  medicine  by  a  medical 
gentleman,  who  was  the  companion  of  their  rambles.  The  young 
Duke  of  Valois  took  a  pleasure  in  these  pursuits,  as  also  in  the  in¬ 
dustrial  occupations  of  the  ateliers  constructed  for  them,  in  which 
they  were  taught  turning,  basket-making,  weaving  and  carpente^ng. 
The  Duke  excelled  in  cabinet-making ;  and,  assisted  only  by \tiB 
brother  the  Duke  of  Montpensier,  made  a  handsome  cupboard,  and\a 
table  with  drawers,  for  a  poor  woman  in  the  village  of  St  Leu^ 
During  his  early  youth,  as  in  his  more  advanced  years,  the  Duke  de 
Valois  gave  many  evidences  of  a  benevolent  and  noble  disposition, 
sacrificing  on  many  occasions  his  pocket  money  to  relieve  distress, 
and  exerting  himself  to  succour  the  oppressed.  The  youth  of  the 
future  King  was  marked  by  many  acts  of  benevolence  bespeaking  a 
high  character,  sufficient  to  call  mrih  the  high  commendation  of  Ma¬ 
dame  de  Genlis,  who  thus  observes  of  her  pupil : — 

The  Duke  of  Cliartres  (he  had  succeeded  to  this  title  on  his  father  be¬ 
coming  Duke  of  Orleans  in  1785)  has  greatly  improved  in  disposition  dur¬ 
ing  tho  past  year ;  he  was  born  with  good  inclinations,  and  is  now  become 
intelligent  and  virtuous.  Possessing  none  of  the  frivolities  of  the  age,  he 
disdains  the  puerilities  which  occupy  tho  thoughts  of  so  many  young  men 
of  rank — suen  as  fashions,  dress,  trinkets,  follies  of  all  kinds,  and  the  de¬ 
sire  for  novelties.  He  has  no  passion  for  money  ;  he  is  disinterested  ; 
despises  glare ;  and  is  consequently  truly  noble.  Finally,  he  has  an  excel¬ 
lent  heart,  which  is  common  to  his  brothers  and  sister,  and  which,  joined 
to  rsfieclion,  is  capable  of  producing  all  other  good  qualities. 

The  journal  kept  by  the  young  Duke  of  Chartres  at  the  instance  of 
Madame  de  Genlis  gives  an  insight  into  some  interesting  particulars 
of  his  early  life  : 

“  Nov.  2  (17901.  I  was  yesterday  admitted  a  member  of  the  Jacobins, 
and  much  applauded.  I  returned  thanks  for  the  kind  reception  they  were 
so  kind  as  to  give  me,  and  I  assured  them  that  1  should  never  deviate  from 
the  duties  of  a  good  patriot  and  a  good  citizen. — Nov.  26.  I  went  this 
momii^  to  the  Hotel  Dieu.  The  next  visit  I  shall  dress  the  patients  my¬ 
self. — Dec.  2.  I  went  yesterday  morning  to  the  Hotel  Dieu.  1  dressed  * 
two  patients,  and  gave  one  six  and  the  three  others  six  livres. — Jan.  8.  In 
the  morning  to  the  Assembly,  at  six  in  the  evening  to  the  Jacobins.  M. 
de  Noailles  presented  a  work  on  the  Revolution  by  Mr  Joseph  Towers,  in 
answer  to  Mr  Burke.  He  praised  it  highly,  and  proposed  that  I  should 
be  appointed  to  translate  it.  This  proposition  was  adopted  with  neat  ap¬ 
plause,  and  I  foolishly  consented,  but  expressing  my  fear  that  1  should  not 
fulfil  their  expectations.  1  returned  home  at  a  quarter  past  seven.  At 
night  my  father  told  me  that  he  did  not  approve  of  it,  and  1  must  excusa 
myself  to  the  Jacobins  on  Sunday.” 

In  1791  the  young  Duke,  who  had  previously  received  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  colonel  in  the  14th  Regiment  of  Dragoons,  aseumed  the  com¬ 
mand  of  that  corps,  and  almost  the  first  act  of  his  authority  waa  the 
saving  of  two  clergymen  from  the  fury  of  the  mob,  consequent  upon 
their  refusal,  in  common  with  many  others,  to  take  the  oath  required 
by  the  constitution.  He  thus  describes  the  occurrence  iu  hie  journal : — 

“  June  27.  At  noon  I  had  brought  back  the  regiment,  but  with  orders 
not  to  unboot  or  unsaddle.  I  asked  Messrs  Dubois,  d'Albis,  Jacquemin, 
and  Philiippe,  to  dinner.  They  brought  us  word  that  the  people  had 
collected  in  a  mob,  and  were  about  to  hang  two  priests.  I  ran  im¬ 
mediately  to  the  place,  followed]  by  Pieyre,  Dubois,  and  d’Albis. 

I  came  to  the  door  of  a  tavom,  where  I  found  ten  or  twelve  National 
Gui^s,  the  mayor,  the  town-clerk,  and  a  considerable  number  of  people,

America,  and,  resolving  to  embark  at  Hamburg,  he  arrived  in  that 
city  in  the  beginning  of  1795.  In  consequence  of  his  funds  failing 
him,  he  abandoned  his  project.  Being  provided  with  a  letter  of  credit 
on  a  banker  at  Coi>enhagen  he  travelled  on  foot  throngh  Norway  and 
Sweden,  reaching  the  North  Cape  in  August,  1795.  Here  he  remained 
for  a  short  time,  retnmiiig  to  Tomea,  going  thence  to  Abo  and  tra¬ 
versing  Finland,  but  avoiding  Russia  from  a  fear  of  the  Empress 
Catherine.  After  completing  his  travels  through  Nerway  and  Sweden, 
and  having  been  recognized  at  Stockholm,  he  travelled  to  Denmark 
under  an  assumed  name.  N^otiations  were  now  opened  on  the  part 
of  the  Directory,  who  had  in  vain  attempted  to  discover  the  pltice  of 
the  young  Prince’s  exile,  to  induce  him  to  go  to  the  United  States, 
promising  in  the  event  of  his  compliance,  that  the  condition  of  the 
Duchess  D’OrIcans  should  be  ameliorated,  and  that  his  younger  bro¬ 
thers  should  be  permitted  to  join  him.  Through  the  agency  of  M. 
Westford,  of  Hamburg,  this  letter  was  conveyed  to  the  Duke,  who  at 
once  accepted  the  terms  offered,  and  sailed  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Elbe  in  the  American,  taking  with  him  his  servant  Baudoin.  He 
departed  on  the  24th  of  September,  1796,  and  arrived  in  Philadelphia 
after  a  passage  of  twenty-seven  days.  In  the  November  following  the 
young  Prince  was  joined  by  his  two  brothers,  after  a  stoTmy  passage 
from  Marseilles,  and  the  three  brothers  remained  at  Philadelnhia 
during  the  winter.  They  afterwards  visited  Mount  Vernon,  wnere 
they  ^caine  intimate  with  General  Washington,  and  they  soon  after¬ 
wards  travelled  through  the  western  country,  and  after  a  long  and 
fatiguing  journey  they  returne<l  to  Philadelphia;  proceeding  after¬ 
wards  to  New  Orleans,  and  subsequently  by  an  English  ship  to  Ua- 
vannah.  During  their  tour  in  America  the  young  princes  achieved  a 
variety  of  arlventures.  During  their  residence  in  Philadelphia  the 
Duke  of  Montpensier  wrote  a  letter  to  his  sister,  Madlle  d'Orleaiis 
(dated  August  14th,  1797).  It  contained  the  following  extract 
from  an  account  of  a  journey  which  had  lately  been  effected  by  the 
tourists  : 

“  I  hope  you  received  the  letter  which  we  wrote  you  from  Pittsburg  two 
months  since.  We  were  then  in  the  midst  of  a  great  journey  that  we 
finished  fifteen  days  ago.  It  took  us  four  months.  We  travelled  during 
that  time  a  thousand  leagues,  and  always  upon  the  same  horses,  except  the 
last  hundred  leagues,  which  we  performed  partly  by  water,  partly  on  foot, 
nartly  upon  hired  horses,  and  partly  by  tho  stage  or  public  conveyance. 
Wo  nave  seen  many  Indians,  and  we  remained  several  days  in  their  coun¬ 
try.  They  received  us  with  great  kindness,  and  our  national  character 
contributed  not  a  little  to  this  good  reception,  for  they  love  the  French. 
After  them  wo  found  the  Falls  of  Niagara,  which  I  wrote  you  from  Pitts¬ 
burg  we  were  about  to  visit,  the  most  interesting  object  upon  our  journey. 
It  is  the  most  surprising  and  majestic  spectacle  I  have  ever  seen.  It  is  a 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  (French)  feet  high  ;  and  the  volume  of  water 
is  immense,  since  it  is  the  whole  river  St  Lawrence  which  precipitates 
itself  at  this  place.  I  have  taken  a  sketch  of  it,  and  I  intend  to  paint  a

I  held  one  of  the  men  W  one  hand,  and  by  the  other  endeavoured 
to  free  the  coat.  At  last  one  of  tho  National  Guard  arrived  to  our  assist¬ 
ance,  and  by  force  cleared  the  man.  The  crowd  was  still  increasing.  It 
is  but  justice  to  the  people  of  VendAme  to  say  that  they  kept  their  word, 
and  tried  to  induce  the  peasants  to  do  no  violence  to  the  men.  Accing, 
however,  that  if  I  continued  my  march,  some  misfortune  must  inevitablv 
occur,  I  cried  we  must  take  them  to  prison,  and  then  all  the  people  cried, 
*  To  prison!  to  prison?*  Some  voices  cried,  'They  must  ask  pardon  of 
God,  and  thank  M.  de  Chartres  for  their  lives.’  That  was  soon  done,  and 
we  set  out  for  the  prisou.  As  we  went  along,  one  man  came  forward  with 
a  gun,  and  said  to  us,  ‘  Stand  out  of  the  way  while  1  fire  on  them.’  Be¬ 
lieving  that  he  was  really  about  to  fire,  1  rushed  forward  in  front  of  my 
two  men,  saying,  *  You  shall  kill  me  first.’  As  the  man  was  well  dressed, 
M.  Pieyre  said  to  him,  *  But  how  can  you  act  so  1’  *  I  was  only  joking,’ 
says  the  man  ;  ‘  my  gun  is  not  charged.’  We  again  continued  our  way, 
and  the  two  men  were  lodged  in  tho  prison.  The  unfortunate  clergymen 
were  afterwards  left  to  be  dealt  with  in  terms  ef  law.  On  the  1st  of  July, 
there  is  the  following  entry  : — ‘Several  of  those  who  the  day  before  hail 
been  the  most  savage,  came  with  tears  to  ask  my  pardon,  and  to  thank  me 
for  having  saved  them  from  the  commission  of  a  crime.’  August  3. — 
Happy  day!  I  have  saved  a  man’s  life,  or  rather  have  contributed  to  save 
it.  This  evening,  after  having  rea«l  a  little  of  Pope,  Metastosio.  and  F!mile, 
I  went  to  bathe.  Edward  and  I  were  dressing  ourselves  when  I  heard 
cries  of  ‘  Help,  help,  I  am  drowning  1’  1  ran  immediately  to  the  cry,  as 
did  Edward,  who  was  farther.  I  came  first,  and  could  only  see  the  tops 
of  the  person’s  fingers.  1  laid  hold  of  that  hand,  which  seized  mine  with 
indescribable  strength,  and  by  the  way  in  which  lie  held  me,  would  have 
drowned  mo  if  Edward  had  not  come  up  and  seized  one  of  his  legs,  which 
deprived  him  of  the  power  of  jumping  on  mo.  We  then  got  him  ashore. 
He  could  scarce! V  speak,  but  he  nevertheless  expressed  great  gratitude  to 
me  as  well  as  to  Edward.  I  tliiuk  with  pleasure  on  tlie  effect  this  will 
produce  at  Beltechasse.

in  Palermo  that  Napoleon  had  abdicated  the  throne  and  that  the  re¬ 
storation  of  the  Bourbon  family  was  about  to  take  place.  The  Duke 
sailed  immediately,  and  arrived  in  Paris  on  the  ISth  of  May,  where, 

I  in  a  short  time,  he  was  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  honours  to  which  he 
was  so  well  entitled.  The  return  of  Napoleon  in  1815,  soon  disturbed 
his  tranquillity ;  and,  having  sent  his  family  to  England,  he  pro¬ 
ceeded,  in  obedience  to  the  command  of  Louts  XVIII,  to  take  the 
command  ef  the  army  of  the  north.  He  remained  in  this  situation 
until  the  24th  of  March,  1815,  when  he  resigned  bis  command  to  the 
Duke  de  Treviso  and  retired  to  Twickenham.  On  the  return  of  Louis, 
after  the  hundred  days — in  obedience  to  the  ordinance  issued,  requir* 
ing  all  the  princes  of  the  blood  to  take  their  seats  in  the  Chamber  of 
Peers — the  Duke  returned  to  Prance  in  1815;  and,  by  his  liberal  sen¬ 
timents,  rendered  himself  so  little  agreeable  to  the  administration, 
that  he  retunied  to  England,  where  he  remained  until  1817.  In  that 
year  he  returned  to  Fnmce,  continuing  now  in  a  private  capacity,  as  he 
was  not  a  second  time  summoned  to  sit  in  the  Chamber  of  Peers. 
For  some  years  after  this  period  the  education  of  his  family  deeply  j 
engaged  his  attention  ;  and  while  the  Duke  of  Orleans  was  thus  pur¬ 
suing  a  career  apart  from  the  Court,  a  new  and  unexpected  scene  was 
opened  in  the  drama  of  his  singularly  eventful  and  changeful  life. 
In  1830  that  revolution  occurred  in  Prance  which  eventuated  ita  the 
elevation  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans  to  the  throne.  The  cause  of  the 
elder  branch  of  the  Bourbons  having  been  pronounced  hopeless,  the

— .  was  put  to  death  on  the  21  at  of  January, 
1793.  Exactly  seven  months  after  the  death  of  his  father,  the  Duke 
do  Chartres  and  General  Duinouriez  were  summoned  before  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of|l*ublic  Safety,  and,  knowing  the  sanguinary  nature  of  that 
tribuual,  both  instantly  fled  towards  the  frontiers.  In  spite  of  the 
eager  pursuit  which  was  commenced  they  both  escaped  Into  the  Bel¬ 
gian  Netherlands,  then  in  the  possession  of  Austria,  ’rhe  Austrian 
authorities  invited  him  to  enter  their  service,  but,  honourably  refusing 
to  take  Up  arms  against  his  country,  he  retired  into  private  life,  going 
as  a  traveller  to  Aix-la-Chapelle,  and  jCoblentx  towards  Switzerland, 
having  at  the  same  time  but  slender  funds,  and  being  hourly  beset 
with  dangers.  Adelaide,  Mademoiselle  d’Orleans,  fled  into  tho  same 
country  with  her  preceptress,  Madame  de  Genlls,  and  met  her  brother 
at  SchafThansen,  and  accompanied  him  to  Zurich.  Tho  younger  sons 
of  the  Duke  of  Orleans  were,  after  a  conllnemeut  of  three  years,  li^ 
rated  on  a  promise  of  proceeding  to  the  United  States.  On  his  arrival 
ip  the  town  of  Zurich  the  Duke  de  Chartres  found  the  French  emi¬ 
grants  unfavourably  disposed  towards  the  house  of  Orleans,  and  the 
magistrates  of  the  canton  dreaded  to  afford  refuge  to  the  ftigitivee, 
fSsaring  the  vengeance  of  Praaoe.  t^uitting,  iher^ore,  as  privately  ae 
poeeibie,  the  town  of  Zurich,  they  proceeded  to  Zug,  where  they  hired 
a  small  house.  Being  quickly  discovered,  they  obtained,  by  the  in- 
terceession  of  de  Montesquiou,  admission  into  the  convent  of  St 
Clare,  near  Banmgsiten,  the  Duke  de  Chartres  proceeding  through  the

iamsterial  wants  which  spring  up  from  that  emancipation.  That  was 
the  energetic  and  final  word  of  that  policy  which  the  crowned 
colleagues  of  Louis  Philippe  admired  and  imitated.  The  Revolution 
February  demonstrated  to  them  its  nullity.

The  vessel  being  fully  under  weigh, 
steamed  out  at  the  rate  of  three  or  four  miles  an  hour  into  the  open 
sea  in  the  direct  track  for  Cape  Grinez,  twenty-one  miles  across  channel 
the  nearest  landmark  to  the  English  coast,  and  lying  midway  be¬ 
tween  Calais  and  Boulogne.  The  vessel  was  preceded  by  Captain 
Bullock,  R.N.,  of  her  Majesty’s  steam-ship  Widgeon,  who  accom- 
panied  the  experimenters  as  a  pilot,  and  who  had  caused  the  track  of 
the  navigation  to  be  taken  to  be  marked  out  by  a  succession  of  buoys, 
surmounted  with  flags,  on  the  whole  route  between  the  English  and 
French  coasts.  The  operation  of  paying  out  the  thirty  miles  of  wire 
commenced  on  a  signal  to  the  sailors  to  “  Go  a-head  with  the  wheel, 
and  pay  out  the  wire,”  which  was  continuously  streamed  out  over  a 
roller  at  the  stern  of  the  vessel,  the  men  at  every  sixteenth  of  a  mile 
being  busily  engaged  in  riveting  on  to  the  wire  square  leaden  clamps

In  commission  de  port : — 1  sailing  frigate,  the 
Porte,  of  60  guns  ;  1  steam  frigate  of  20  guns  and  450  horse  power,  the 
Canada,  3  corvettes,  the  Colbert,  of  8  guns  and  320  horse-power,  the  Pat- 
riote,  of  8  guns  and  220  horse-power,  and  the  Newton,  of  26  guns  and 
220  horse-power ;  the  Passe.  Pariout  advice-boat  of  120  horse-power,  and 
the  Colibri,  of  80  horse-power.  Under  repairs,  the  Artemese  sailing 
corvette  of  30  guns,  and  the  Infernal,  steam-corvette  of  400  horse¬ 
power  and  12  guns.  Disarmed: — the  Rossignol,  advice-boat  of  lOguns, 
and  the  Parisien,  of  8.  This  makes  22  vessels,  and  with  the  others, 
38  in  all  All  the  lodgings  are  engaged.  There  is  not  a  room  to  be 
had  at  the  hotels  or  private  houses,  and  in  the  evening  the  jetty  is 
literally  encumbered  with  promcnaders.  All  persons,  whether 
foreigners  or  not,  who  go  on  board  the  vessels,  are  reciered  with  the 
greatest  politeness.’’ 

The  Nefaclese  in  Paris. — The  ^Bulletin  de  Paris’  contains  a 
notice  of  the  Nepaulese  Ambassador,  from  which  we  extract  as  fol¬ 
lows  : — "  The  Ambassador  appreciates  the  diplomatic  attentions  he 
has  received  here,  but  expresses  an  earnest  desire  to  see  the  President 
of  the  Republic  ^fore  his  departure,  which  is  at  present  fixed  for  the 
29th  inst.  In  his  own  language  he  said,  *  When  will  the  sovereign 
President  return?’  and  hii  interpreter  replied  that  it  would  be  possible 
for  him  to  be  presented  to  the  President  before  his  departure.  He 
then  said,  ’  It  is  well,  for  my  nation  and  myself  have  a  great  venera¬ 
tion  for  the  name  of  the  Emperor,  whose  courage  and  exploits  we 
admire.’  General  Cbangarnier  and  his  suite  have  paid  him  a  visit, 
as  also  the  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs,  and  he  was  much  flattered  at 
this  mark  of  attention  by  the  Government.  The  Turkish  Ambassador 
had  previously  called  upon  him.  It  is  difficult,  however,  to  make  the 
Ambassador  comprehend  that  France  is  a  Republic,  and  cannot  offer 
him  the  same  splendid  fetes  as  Queen  Victoria  when  he  was  in 
London.  The  Ambassador  and  his  suite  have  expressed  a  wish  to 
conform  as  much  as  possible  in  Europe  to  the  religious  usages  of 
India,  which  require  that  the  princes  should  themselves  immolate  the 
animals  destined  for  their  food,  but  they  have  experienced  great 
obstacles.

Mrlaxcholt  Death. — At  the  Westminster  office,  on  Thursday,  J. 

I  Gould,  a  toil  collector  at  Vauxhall -bridge,  was  charged  with  having 
caused  the  death  of  a  boy,  named  Towers,  between  seven  and  eight 
years  of  age.  It  appeared  from  the  evidence  of  two  girls,  that  on 
the  22nd  of  July  the  boy  was  crossing  the  Vauxhall-bridge  road, 
when  a  quantity  of  boiling  water  was  thrown  out  of  the  window  of 
the  toll-bouse  at  the  corner  of  Rochester-row,  which  fell  upon  him, 
and  he  was  shockingly  scalded.  There  was  at  the  time  no  other 

ferson  in  the  toll-house  but  the  accused,  who  came  out  and  expressed 
is  regret  at  what  had  happened.  The  child  was  immediately  taken 
by  a  baker  opposite  into  his  house,  and  subsequently  to  the  house 
of  its  parents.  One  of  the  girls,  in  giving  her  evidence,  alleged  that 
she  had  heard  the  words  **  I  have  caught  you  at  last,’’  at  the  time 
the  water  was  thrown ;  but,  upon  being  pressed  upon  this  point,  she 
could  only  say  that  she  heard  something  about  "  last,’’  and  had 
taken  it  to  mean  “  I  hare  caught  you  at  last.”  H.  Pauling,  police¬ 
man,  proved  hearing  the  child’s  screams,  and  going  to  the  spot,  when 
the  accused  informed  him  that  he  had  thrown  the  water  out  of  the 
window  into  an  angle  outside  the  toll-house,  where  they  threw  rub¬ 
bish.
